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Just breathe 

There’s now an app with ‘eleetion emergeney’ stress meditations

T he final debate started rela- 
tively peacefully, at least by 
2016 standards. But by the 
end, you may have been 
watching with fists clenched, 
stomach knotted and heartbeat accelerated. 
You may have gone to bed with emotions 
charged, your mind racing. And then you 
woke up knowing talk about the election 
would be largely unavoidable. 

Breathe. 

The good news is that there are now guided 
meditations available for the sole purpose of 
calming your election stress. 

By now we’ve established that election- 
induced stress is a real and common phenom- 
enon afflicting more than half of American 
adults, and negatively impacting their work, 
their relationships and their health. People 
have been tweeting about their stress eating 
because of it and giving in to other vices like 
drinking and smoking weed. 

So last week the meditation app 10% Hap- 
pier enlisted several leading instructors to put 
together “election emergency” meditations to 
offer tips and breathing exercises to help our 
stressed-out populace manage their emotions. 


The app is an offshoot of the book of the 
same name by ABC News anchor Dan Harris, 
who wrote about a panic attack he had on air 
and how he subsequently turned to medita- 
tion for his stress. 

The idea to offer meditation specifically 
for election stress was only broached recently 
by a colleague, and Harris said he jumped on 
it because he needed it, too. 

“For months, I have found myself compul- 
sively checking the news, and stress eating 
during the debates. For example, during the 
last one, I consumed half of a gigantic bag of 
popcorn. And I know Fm not alone,” Harris 
said in an email. “Everybody I know— from my 
personal and professional life— is expressing a 
whole range of difficult emotions vis-a-vis the 
election. From anxiety to anger to annoyance.” 

In one short guided session, titled “Ex- 
posure to Media,” well-known meditation 
teacher Sharon Salzberg begins: “Let’s say 
you’re reading something online or some- 
thing on the news or you are in conversation 
with somebody and you feel triggered and 
this wealth of emotion starts pouring through 
you.” She then talks you through how to rec- 
ognize and acknowledge the feelings, and 
then to realize they^re always changing, rising 


and then falling away 

“I tried to think of what particular habits 
of mine were adding to the distress. I see in 
my own mind the tendency to catastrophize 
and I realize it’s just projection. I’ve seen that 
if I look at my own fear, I see that the most 
painful place is the sense of helplessness,” 
Salzberg said in an interview “We absorb the 
toxic energy going on around us, we don’t feel 
centered, we also forget the things we really 
care about. The breath will be with us if we’re 
stuck in traffic or watching a debate. We can 
always use that as a resource to re-center or 
re-ground. It’s very portable.” 

Research studies have shown that medita- 
tion does reduce stress, and even more so, a 
Harvard neuroscientist found in 2015 that it 
can actually change the brain by thickening 
several areas, including one region that deals 
with mind wandering and self-relevance. 

Salzberg, who has been practicing medita- 
tion for 45 years, said her students bring up 
the election a lot. She said they are anxious, 
but they also feel angered and ashamed by 
how much the conversations trigger the emo- 
tions. Politics is by nature a passionate sub- 
ject, but Salzberg said she’s never seen the 
degree of stress caused by an election as she 


has this year. Part of it is the toxicity of the 
environment, she said, and also that the dis- 
cord makes people feel so disconnected from 
one another. 

Meditation is a “real refuge” for people 
with an established practice, she said, “be- 
cause they know they can have a feeling but 
they don’t need to take it to heart, it’s wash- 
ing through like the weather.” For those just 
turning to meditation to get through the next 
few weeks, she counseled that it’s important 
to remember that it’s normal to have thoughts 
interrupt a meditation, but the key is to rec- 
ognize that the thought is there, to let it pass 
and return focus to the breath. 

The six guided meditations targeting elec- 
tion stress are foundational, designed for 
anyone to pick up the practice. Salzberg said 
people should begin doing one or more every 
day between now and Nov 8. 

“It will help you to be centered, it will re- 
mind you: You have tools,” she said. “You can 
center your attention on your breath, you 
can do love and kindness. That’s the impor- 
tant thing, that we have a path, that we have 
a way forward. We do have a world beginning 
on Nov 9, and it will be a lot better if we bring 
more awareness and kindness into that world.”

“It gets people from different departments

While the city has rallied 
around big sporting events before, this run is 
different, as “it might be once in a lifetime to 
root for some lovable winners instead of lov- 
able losers,” he said. 

A benefit is that the games are at night, so 
most companies with regular office hours 
don’t have to worry about midday distractions 
or hosting viewing parties. Moves like loosen- 
ing dress codes are “free culture additions,” he 
said. 

It is important to remember that it is a two- 
baseball-team town— and that some people 
just don’t care. 

“We don’t force it down people’s throats,” 
Gimbel said.

ALEX BROWN IGNORED URLACHER ONE TIME, AND IT PAID OFF

Editor’s note: Each week during the NEE season, 
former Bears defensive lineman Alex Brown shares 
his football wisdom with RedEye. Responses have been 
edited for length and clarity. 

While most Chicago sports fans probably 
watched Game 5 of the NLCS between the Cubs 
and Dodgers on Thursday, the Bears and Packers 
quietly marked the latest chapter in their rivalry 
around the same time. 

^t seeing as the Bears are having a rough time 
of it this season overall, and both games ended af- 
ter RedEye went to press, we figured we couldn’t 
go wrong focusing this week’s chat with ex-Bear 
Alex Brown on better times. 

On Dec. 22, 2008, the Bears were trying to 
keep their playoff hopes alive when they hosted 
the Packers. Things were looking bleak in the 
final seconds with the game tied at 17 and Green 
Bay lining up for a 3 8 -yard field goal. That’s when 
Brown saved the day 

Take us through your blocked field goal. 

I don’t know if people will believe this, but we 


make a call and it was supposed to be block left. 
[But] I felt like I could beat the guy that was on 
{the right] side. He was crashing down really 
hard, and on a field goal prior to that he had 
crashed down really hard and I beat him but the 
other {blocker} kind of got me. And Pm like well, 
I think I can beat this guy if he does the same 
thing. 

{Linebacker Brian] Urlacher calls the block 
one way and I’m supposed to be on the left side. I 
don’t go. I stay on the right side, and fortunately 
it worked out and we got a block. If {cornerback} 
Charles Tillman had better hands, he could have 
picked it up and ran with it. {Laughs.] But he 
booted it out of bounds, so we had to wait until 
overtime to win that game. 

So you didn’t do what Urlacher said? 

I didn’t. I honestly thought I had a chance to 
get in there to block it if I stayed on this side. 
The other side, I didn’t feel that way When you 
take a chance like that, the best-case scenario is 
it worked out the way it worked out, because if 
they run a fake and go to the other side and I’m 


supposed to be there, that’s a 180 -degree turn 
and it’s completely wrong on my end. 

Did Urlacher say anything to you afterward? 

Oh heck no, no way We were so happy It was a 
chip shot field goal that they should have made, 
and we were fortunate enough to get pressure, to 
get push. There were five or six hands up and for- 
tunately the baU found my hand. I don’t think I 
did anything special outside of doing my job, and 
that’s really not taking a play off and understand- 
ing the game’s on the line and we got to go make a 
play It could have easily hit another guy 

Did Urlacher know you went the wrong way? 

Of course, he knows where everybody’s supposed 
to be. If it didn’t work out, then he would have 
been all over me, that’s for sure.

Ilhe Ha la I Guys| (49 W. Division 
St. 312-877-5575) is a constantly growing New 
York import with cult-favorite drunk eats. If 
you’re trying to squash a future hangover, go 
for the platter with chicken, gyros or falafel 
plus rice, pita, lettuce and tomato. When ta- 
cos are the only thing that will do, ^felvet Tac^ 
(1110 N. State St. 312-763-2654) is the answer 
with unique tortilla-swaddled creations such 
as crisp tikka chicken with spicy pepper sauce, 
buttered cilantro basmati rice, raita crema and 
Thai basil. River North newcomer Seoul Taco 
(738 N. Clark St. 312-265-1607) just added late- 
night hours so fans aren’t left out in the cold 
when a Gogi bowl craving hits at 3 a.m. And if 
one last quality cocktail with a side of late-night 


food is in order, head to Celeste (111 W. Hubbard 
St. 312-828-9000), an undeniably sexy space 
where night owls can nosh on seared tuna, 
fried chicken and-wait for it-french fry panna 
cotta with Nutella mousse and fry crumbles.

Does gluten-free 
restaurant The Little 
H H Beet Table live up to 

Chieago’s standards?

E verything you’re about to read is entirely gluten-free. WeVe all 
heard that joke before. The gluten-free lifestyle, like a cute fad diet, is en vogue 
right now But living with dietary restrictions isn’t that cute for those of us who 
miss the luxury of wandering into a restaurant and casually ordering anything off 
the menu. That’s why The Little Beet Table, an upscale vegetable-centric concept with an 
entirely gluten-free menu, sounded like a dream. The Gold Coast restaurant that opened late 
last month is the second location for the New York-based chain and is a fuU-service spin-off 
of the fast-casual Little Beet. While gluten-free menus are on the rise. The Little Beet Table 
is the most accommodating that I’ve seen in Chicago. But we all know what they say about 
dreams: Sometimes they’re too good to be true. 


The vibe At the corner of State and 
Chestnut streets, floor-to-ceiling windows 
peek into what could be a farmhouse kitchen 
spread in a Crate and Barrel catalog. Rustic 
meets industrial in the loo-seat dining room 
with concrete floors, a white kitchen hutch 
and chunky light-colored wood tables and 
chairs. With soft yellow overhead 
lighting and airy voices of indi- 
etronica bands, the atmosphere is 
not out of place for the neighbor- 
hood. Those clean and sleek char- 
acteristics carry over to the menu, 
and while the health-conscious 
aspect is apparent. The Little Beet 
Table isn’t in your face about being 
a gluten-free environment. 

The food There’s something to be 
said for a menu that’s mindful of diners’ 
diets. “We’ve developed a reputation as a 
safe haven for dietary restrictions,” said Josh

Morgan, operating partner for Aurify Brands, 
which operates The Little Beet Table, among 
other culinary franchises. However, Morgan 
said the brand didn’t want gluten-free labels 
to prohibit diners from keeping an open 
mind about the food. 

The menu, curated by New Tbrk-based 
executive chef Adam Starowicz, 
changes seasonally With an entire 
section of vegetable dishes and 
plenty of veg- and pescetarian- 
friendly items in the small plates, 
salads and mains, I felt totally at 
home navigating the menu (and 
it’s a good thing I did, because our 
server wasn’t much for making sug- 
gestions). Meat eaters will also feel welcome 
with pork carnitas tacos, ribeye, a burger and 
herb-roasted chicken. 

Though I expected more gluten substitutes, 
I was quite pleased with the options I tried. 
While the presentation on the cavatelli alia 
norma ($i2-$i8) wasn’t great, the pasta itself. 
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by gluten-free brand DePuma’s, was spectacu- 
lar. It wasn’t sticky or mushy like some gluten- 
free pastas tend to be. A sprinkle of creamy 
sheep’s milk feta really made the dish and 
paired with tomatoes and Japanese eggplant. 
But a fresh herb accent, such as thyme or basil, 
would have gone a long way here. The chickpea 
Caesar’s herb croutons, dark crunchy bits made 
from bread by gluten-free breadmaker Wheat’s 
End Cafe in Lakevie^y tasted like toasted but- 
tery rye. This salad ($13), with grilled romaine, 
Parmesan, chickpeas and lemon-chickpea 
dressing, was my favorite item on the menu. 

“If a Big Mac were a gluten-free salad, this 
would be it,” my date said, commenting on the 
charred greens and savory dressing. 

The rest of the meal fell surprisingly flat, 
with flavorless vegetable dishes and unbal- 
anced cocktails. While the Japanese pumpkin 
soup ($12) had all the right textures from 
toasted pumpkin seeds, roasted ginger, white 
miso and a drizzle of creme fraiche, a little 
salt would have gone a long way, adding to my 
manifesto to restaurants titled “Bring Back 
the Salt Shaker.” The beets and caramelized 
fennel ($12) were incredibly underwhelm- 
ing for a restaurant with “beet” in the name, 
and the acidity from the pickled onions and 
thyme-mustard dressing totally overpowered 
any anise flavors from the lifeless overcooked 
fennel. While scallions and thyme, common 
in Jamaican curries, added a welcome earthy 
balance to citrusy lime juice in the wild pink 
shrimp curry ($14), the chickpeas in the dish 
were undercooked. The excellent consistency 
of the spaghetti squash and meaty maitake 
mushrooms made the black sea bass entree 
($23), but a bit more parsley jus would have 
added to the dish. Atres leches cake ($11) with 
caramelized pineapple and hibiscus sorbet was 
almost there, but ice cream or yogurt over sor- 
bet would have made a better texture pairing. 


The drinks The cocktail menu fo- 
cuses on classics (all $14), with options such 
as a cucumber-basil gimlet and rye manhat- 
tan. The maple old fashioned was far too 
sweet, and pairing maple syrup with Maker’s 
Mark bourbon, which already errs on the 
sweeter side, was a poor choice. I expected 
earthier notes in the matcha mojito, but the 
lime juice was far too overwhelming, not to 
mention the drab presentation with wilted 
mint and brown spotted limes. We stuck 
with wine for the next round, but the bever- 
age menu also offers gluten-free beer, cider 
and housemade natural beverages, such as 
beet soda and cucumber lemonade. 

Bottom line The stakes are high 

for restaurants that cater to a speciflc diet, 
but The Little Beet Table is keen on decent 
gluten substitutes. However, veg-centric 
menus aren’t a new fad, and there’s no excuse 
for bland vegetables. Chain restaurants don’t 
have to be boring (Earls Kitchen and Bar is 
a prime example), and while working with 
local breadmaker Wheat’s End Cafe is a 
step in the right direction, Aurify missed an 
enormous opportunity to bring in a local chef 
to personalize the menu for Chicago. With 
our esteemed food scene, there’s no room for 
picking up a Newark restaurant and drop- 
ping it in Chicago, as if it’s some small Mid- 
western town hungry for excitement. Overall, 

I appreciated the mindfulness of those with 
dietary restrictions, but the quality of the food 
for the high price point was a disappointment. 
While Chicago is in need of more gluten-free 
options. The Little Beet Table as is doesn’t live 
up to the city’s dining standards.

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These Joneses aren’t 
worth keeping up with

A wise person once claimed “comparison 
is the thief of joy”— words to keep in mind 
when impossibly perfect, gorgeous, worldly 
new neighbors move into the cul-de-sac, as 
they do in the action-comedy “Keeping Up 
with the Joneses.” But those Joneses (Jon 
Hamm and Gal Gadot) aren’t exactly what 
they seem, and they have more than a few 
surprises up their tailored sleeves. 

But the biggest surprise of “Keeping Up 
with the Joneses” is the first credit that 
pops onto the screen at the end of the film: 
“Directed by Greg Mottola.” For an action- 
comedy this shoddily schlocky one doesn’t 
expect to see the name of the director who 
helmed the comedy classic “Superbad” and 
the nuanced summer dramedy ‘Adventure- 
land.” 

That’s not to say that the film is necessarily 
without its merits, but it’s wildly uneven, rid- 
ing on a half-baked script by Michael LeSieur 
and the energetic efforts of star Zach Galifi- 
anakis. In concept, it’s all there: Galifianakis 
as fuddy-duddy suburban dad Jeff Gaffney; the 
delightfully unhinged Isla Fisher as his wife, 
Karen; Hamm and wonder woman Gadot as 
their new super-sexy spy neighbors, Tim and 
Natalie. But there’s something not quite right; 
this one needed more time in the oven. 

It’s a twist on the “Mr. and Mrs. Smith” 
concept that Brad Pitt and Angelina Jolie 
perfected back in 2005, but instead of hid- 
ing their top-secret lives of international 
espionage and covert operations from each 
other, the Joneses are trying to hide from 
their busybody neighbors. “We didn’t last 
one week in suburbia!” Natalie explodes 
when their cover is blown by Karen and Jeff ’s 
overenthusiastic meddling. 


For the Gaffneys, the Joneses are the kick 
in the pants to their marriage they didn’t even 
know they needed. Consumed by work, fam- 
ily and community obligations, they’ve lost 
their senses of self and their marital passion, 
content to zone out to TV rather than experi- 
ment in the bedroom. Their sexual repression 
is an ongoing, nearly Freudian gag throughout. 

There are other interesting gender dynamics 
at play Both Tim and Jeff are the more sensi- 
tive partners, sharing their vulnerabilities with 
honesty while the women take to the fierce, 
ferocious warrior roles like they’ve finally been 
unleashed, physically and sexually 

The draw here is the chemistry of the 
performers, their personas bouncing around 
like atoms against each other creating 
energy— Hamm suave and sophisticated, 
Gadot exotic and strong, Fischer cute and 
neurotic, while Galifianakis does his dorky 
lovable coward routine. The rule here seems: 
If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 

It’s just that everything around them doesn’t 
work. The editing is awkward, the pacing off— 
jokes don’t land, action scenes are illegible. The 
in-between moments are the funniest bits, 
rapid-fire riffs or bits of physical comedy but 
there’s no time to enjoy them. The story takes 
too long to get to where it intends to: average 
couple is thrown into a dangerous and action- 
packed arms deal. But once the film finally 
starts to fire on all cylinders, it’s over. 

Hamm’s character is unfortunately under- 
written, caught in the no man’s land between 
Don Draper and a goofier comedic character. 
Galifianakis steals the show as the friendly 
fussbudget in a performance we’ve come to 
expect from him. The enormous potential on 
screen is tantalizing, which is why the disap- 
pointment of failed execution stings.

Just Stop, Tyler Perry

Tyler Perry is very 
good at what he does. 
A triple threat in 
acting, directing and 
writing, Perry has 
made about 20 films. 
He’s estimated to 
be worth more than 
$400 million. But 
“what he does” is not 
making critically ac- 
claimed work. “Boo! 
AMadea Halloween” 
is so bad that it’s almost hard to wrap my 
head around how this franchise has made it 
to about eight films at all. 

What happens? 

Brian (Perry) is having a hard time keeping 
his bratty teenage daughter. Tiffany 
(Diamond White), in line on Halloween. 
After reading her texts (yikes) about going 
to a frat party— despite being only 17 — 
Brian calls on his Aunt Madea (Perry) and 
his father, Joe (also Perry), to make sure she 
stays in the house while he goes to work. 
Long story short, Madea crashes the party 
after discovering Tiffany snuck out, evoking 
the wrath of the dumbest frat boys that 
have ever been portrayed on screen. It’s all 
bad. 


What’S good? 

If I had to pick anything from this movie to 
label as “good,” it would solely be Perry’s grasp 
on his characters. He knows Madea inside 
and out and what she should say or do to get 
laughs out of the audience— even if they’re 
awkward and forced laughs because you know 
that’s how you’re supposed to be reacting. 

What’S bad? 

Everything else. I was actually checking my 
watch to see how much longer I would have 
to sit through the terrible acting, the lack 
of any actual plot and the nausea-inducing 
insistence on making everything obnoxiously 
obvious so the audience knows to laugh. 
While it’s Madea’s entire schtick to be over- 
the-top, even minor characters— like the 
antagonistic frat boys who for some reason 
were upset they were stopped from boning 
17-year-old girls?— lacked any and all nuance 
in their actions. At best, it’s annoying; at 
worst, it’s kind of insulting to the audience to 
be told who and what they’re supposed to be 
laughing at. 

Final verdict 

Before I had even left the theater, I sent a 
text to a friend saying, “That was the worst 
movie I have ever seen in my life.” So, yeah. 
Just don’t.
